Frequent correspondence from receiving offices in 
matters pertaining to CIR1J, Martin Luther King, Jr., and 
similar related matters contain references to the relationship 
between King and Harry Wachtel of New York City, The 
characterization of Wachtel, as originated by the New York 
Office, usually opens with a statement to the effect that he 
is the Executive Vice President for the Gandhi Society for 
Human Rights. It is believed that in order to show a 
firmer association between Wachtel and King, it would be well 
to also include in the opening portion of the characterization 
on Wachtel that the Gandhi Society for Human Rights is a 
fund-raising adjunct of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference which Conference is headed by King. 

Receiving offices should include the suggested 
revision &n characterizations of Wachtel in the future.

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (cp), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of 
a new national Marxist- oriented youth organization which would 
hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ 
of anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates ' were 
also told that it would be reasonable to assume that the 
young socialists attracted into this new organization would 
eventually pass into the CP itself. 

„ A second conference of over 20 persons met in 
Chicago on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating 
a call to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to be held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of 
America was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from 
throughout the United States attended this convention. The 
aims of this organization, as set forth in the preamble to the 
constitution, are: "it is our belief that this nation can best 
solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful coexistence, 
complete disarmament and true freedom for all peoples of the 
world, and that these solutions will be reached mainly through 
the united efforts of all democratic elements in our country, 
composed essentially of the working people allied in the unity 
of Negroes and other minorities with whites. We further fully 
recognize that the greatest threat to American democracy comes 
from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with the 
most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, 
using the tool of anti- communism to divide and destroy the 
unified struggle of the working people. As young people in 
the forces struggling for democracy, we shall actively strive 
to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist elements and to 
achieve complete freedom and democracy for all Americans, 
thus enabling each individual to freely choose and build 
the society he would wish to live in. Through these struggles 
we feel the American people will realize the viability of 
the socialist alternatives."

• .The May, i960, issue of the "Young Socialist" 
(YS), page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 
i960, a national organization entitled "The Young Socialist 
Alliance" (YSA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
This issue stated that this organization was formed by the 
nationwide supporter clubs .af_the--publi-cation YS. 

The above, issue., page 6, set forth the Pounding 
Declaration of YSA.-. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (.SWP) as the only 
existing political leadership on class struggle principles, 
and that the supporters of the YS have come into basic 
political solidarity, with, -tbe SWP on the principles of 
revolutionary socialism. . 

A source advised on May 6, 1964, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New 
York City by youth of various loft socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders 
of this group were the guiding forces in the establishment 
of the national organization. 

The source further advised on May 6, 1964, that 
the YSA is dominated and controlled on a national basis 
by the SWP through having SWP members comprise exclusively 
the National Executive Committee (NEC) and through an 
official SWP representative at all YSA NEC meetings. The 
YSA, in reality, is the youth and training section of the 
SWP and the main source of new SWP members. 

The headquarters of the YSA are located in 
Room 631, 41 Union Square West, New York City.

He stated AIMS would 
publish literature on History, Science, Physics, Archeology 
and other sub j ects which would be put out quarterly wxth 
various supplements. 

A second source advised in December, 1959, that 
HERBERT APTHEKER was elected to the National Committee, 
CP., USA, at the 17th National Convention of the CP, USA, 
held in December, 1959. 

A third source advised on June 7, 1963, that on 
June 3, 1963, HERBERT APTHEKER spoke at the CP, USA, New 
York District Board meeting concerning AIMS.

MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York Times, n 
a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, contained 
an article on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), 
former national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when it is necessary to defend 
themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies in areas where the govern- 
ment is unable or unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to be 
located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York 
Amsterdam News," a vreekly Negro newspaper published in 
New York City, contained an article by columnist JAMES 
BOOKER in which he indicated that he had heard that the 
visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during his African 
tour has changed him to become soft in his anti-white 
feelings and to become more religious. 

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. 
The only teachings of the MMI are on the Islamic Religion. 

A second confidential source advised on October 20, 
1964, that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 
128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, 
where they were established on March 16, 1964. These head- 
quarters are shared with the Organization of Afro-American 
Unity (OAAU) which is also headed by MALCOLM X.

On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report 
was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 1961. 
It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly Marxist, but that it was later 
decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication... 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists, It was stated that the central purpose 
of "Freeciomwaya" is to develop a theory and positive 
criticism of currents in the Negro movement, as well as 
to raise the lovel of understanding and discussion taking 
place in Negro life today and to project a socialist and 
pro- Soviet orientation. 

On May 25, 1961, another source advised that 
"Freedomways" *is set up for the CPUSA by JAMES JACKSON, 
a member of *che National Committee of the CPUSA.

MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI). 

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York Times," 
a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, contained 
an article on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), 
former national official of the Nation of Islam (NOl) who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964 , publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI)« The MMI, according to the article 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions* 
In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when it is necessary to defend 
themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies in areas where the govern- 
ment is unable or unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals," The principal place of worship to be 
located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York 
Amsterdam News," a weekly Negro newspaper published in 
New York City, contained an article by columnist JAMES 
BOOKER in which he indicated that he had heard that the 
visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during his African 
tour has changed him to become soft in his anti-white 
feelings and to become more religious. 

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. 
The only teachings of the MMI are on the Islamic Religion. 

A second confidential source advised on October 20, 
1964, that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 
128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, 
where they were established on March 16, 1964. These head- 
quarters are shared with the Organization of Afro-American 
Unity (OAAU) which is also headed by MALCOLM X.

On January 6, 1965 , a source advised that the Negro 
American Labor Council (NALC) State of the Race Conference is 
now scheduled to be held in Washington, D C,, on January 10, 
1965 • Source advised that noti<}§ of this date w?ts received by 
way of a NALC Rational Office letter which was mailed to the 
office of the Chicago Chapter , NALC, Chicago, Illinois, and was 
received by that office on or about Saturday, January 2, 1965. 

Source further advised that as of January 6, 1965, no 
Communist Party (CP) of Illinois members who are also members 
of the Chicago Chapter NALC are scheduled to attend this 
conference . 

Source further advised that at a CP of Illinois State 
Board meeting held in Chicago on January 5, 1965, the State of 
the Race Conference was not discussed j however, Jack Kling, CP 
of Illinois Board member who attended this meeting, did note in 
a conversation that the only person who the CP of Illinois kne w 
would possibly attend the co nference was I I 

I I According to the source, I I 

is not a member of the CP of Illinois and is not subject to the 
influence of the CP of Illinois. 

On January 5, 1965, another source advised that Claude 
Lightfoot, Chairman, CP of Illinois, originally designated Nate 
Sharpe, a CP of Illinois member .and a member of the Chicago 
Chapter NALC, as the person to attend the State of the Race 
Conference in Washington, D o 0. Source advised, however, that 
at the time Lightfoot appointed Sharpe, the question of the CP 
of Illinois' financing Sharpe *s trip tojthe conference was 
raised, and at that time Lightfoot r ^dvised that the question of 
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financing Sharpens trip would be taken under consideration by 
the CP and an answer would be forthcoming. Sourpe advised 
that it was subsequently learned that Lightfoot had departed 
Chicago, Illinois, for a trip abroad without settling, this 
question of finances, and Sharpe eventually advised the 
Chairman of the CP of Illinois Negro Commission that he woxjld 
not go unless the CP paid for his expenses. It was learned 
that the Chairman of the CP of Illinois Negro Commission 
advised Sharpe that no monies were available for this purpose, 
and as a consequence Sharpe stated he would not attend the 
conference , 



This source further advised that because of the poor 
financial condition of the Chicago Chapter NALC, it was very 
unlikely that the chapter would finance Sharpens or any other 
Chicago NALC member *s trip to this State of the Race Conference, 
Source advised that if any member of the Chicago Chapter NALC
